Some of the more reckless partisan 


organs are criticising the Cleveland

treasury. If they bad the intelli- 
gence and courage to state the truth 
they would state that the present de- 
plorable condition of our national 
'finances is entirelv due to laws which 
were enacted by the Republicans, and 
which, however necessary at the 
time, have become fearfully oppres- 
sive and must be radically changed. 


It is a public disgrace that the 


gold reserve in the treasury to-day is 
dependent upon a syndicate of Wall 
street bankers, but it is so because 
the laws which the administration 
must execute make it impossible for 
the government to maintain itself In 
any other way. With over Sf>00.000,,- 
000 of currency redeemable in gold at 
the will of the holder, the govern- 
ment must maintain its £old reserve 
to maintain the national credit, aud 
as the present administration did not 
create the indebtedness of the gov- 
ernment it can only execute the laws 
and provide the gold for preserving 
the national credit inviolate. 


There is but one remedy for this 


shameful financial condition, aud 
that is the retirement of our curren- 
cy issued by the government. While 
the government plays the part of 
banker it must have the means to re- 
deem its obligations or its credit 
must be destroyed. It is necessary, 
therefore, to keep a reserve of 1100,- 
000,000 in gold to assure the country 
and the world that our national cred- 
it cannot be impaired. As trade con- 
ditions draw gold from our shores, as 
is common in some seasons' of the 
year, the government must buy gold 
or commit the unpardonable crime of 
plunging the country into financial 
revulsion. 


The time has come when the gov- 


ernment must separate itself from all 
banking operations. It can be done, 
without disturbing business channels, 
by the gradual retirement of our ob- 
ligations payable in gold aud the sub- 
stitution of an equally sound currency 
for which the government will not be 
immediately responsible. 
Until we 


come to this common-sense business 
basis gold speculators may any day- 
convulse the financial, Industrial and 
trade circles of the country, and It is 
midsummer madness for us to con- 
tinue it 


Some of the most injurious finan- 


cial measures enacted by the Repub- 
lican party under apparent necessity 
have ueen repealed under the present 
administration, and it was the fault 
of Congress, and equally of both par- 
ties in Congress, that the national 
finances were not placed upon a sound 
condition one yesi ago. 
But for the

analysis, nor can we pour a little of it 
into n bottlo for future study and con- 
templation. 
It is like the wind—its 


effects caii b« measured, its 
force, 


strength and quantity can now be cal- 
culated to a very nk-e degree. 
Still, to 


liken it to the wind, it is a stupendous 
power, a mighty typhoon, blowing, as 
it were, without moving, two ways at 
once along all parts of its path, giving 
off a halo of magnetism at right angles 
to that path overy where. 


Ons of tho nicest theories, perhaps, is 


tho one that considers electricity a "con- 
dition" of atoms, brought about by 
chemical action, as in a buttery ceil, or 
by what might bo calle-cl a .severe irrita- 
tion of tho magnetic halo, as in a dyna- 
mo, and by other moans, such as heat 
an,'! friction.
